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A LIVELY ROW. 


Master Workman Mo rison FExplains the 
General Executive Board’s Fight on Him. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, July 11.—John Morrison, the 
Master Workman of the expelled district of 
carpet workers, who was arraigned by che 
General Executive Boardof the Knights of 
Labor, made the following statement about 
the trouble yesterday: ‘‘The General Execu- 
tive. Boards asserts that the statement made 
public to-day is the firsttime it has rushed 


into print on the subject. I know that an 
officer of the General Executive Board sent on 
June 11 for a reporter of a Philadelphia 
paper and gave him material for an attack 
on District Assembly 121, and myself in partic- 
ular. Inthe statement to-day it is said tnat 1 
organized local assembly 4,235 from members 
suspended by other assemblie-. 

That is untrue. Asan organizer of District 
49, and with the consent of 2,985, I organized 
4,235. Atthat time there were no suspended 
members for the reason that 2,965 was not 
suspended till September i188. As to the 
charge of the illegality of wy transfer from 
1,899 to 2,985, the Secretary of 1,899 positively 
swears that he mailed the transfer 
card and that others saw him do 80. 
The whole thing was simply a trick to keep me 
out of the General Assembly at Richmond. 
They say I had no business in a carpet 
workers’ local, Dut Il am not only a machinist, 
but also a loom fixer and therefore a carpet 
worker. Concerning my membership, Pow- 
derly said thatif I would go back to 1,899 and 
again vet my card, he would throw no 
obstacle in my way of going into 4,835. But he 
afterwards deliberately li-d about it and his 
friends know that I speak the truth.

KAISER WILHELM, 


The Gravity of the German Emperor's Con- 
dition—Disregarding Doctors’ Advice. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 11.—A well informed medical 
correspondent of the Figaro, who is following 
Emperor William, says in yesterday’s issue: 
„t would be idle to attempt to conceal the 
gravity of Emperor William’s condition. The 
journey from Berlin to Ems fatigued him only 
relatively. He slept badly and disobeyed his 
physicians in not having the train stop for two 
hours on the way. There was nothing 
to lead one to suspect that the Emperor 
was unconscious for two hours after 
his arrival. It was on account of this 
that the Empress and Prince William were 
summoned by special train from Coblenz. 
Since this accident the Emperor had been very 
feeble. His physicians decided only Saturday 
upon a prompt departure. It was difficult to 
make the Emperor understand the futility of 
remaining longer at Ems. It was with great 
difficulty that he was gotten to consent to 
Gepart, for a public report of the journey was 
put in circulation. The Court Bulletin said 
that the reviving air of the mountains was to 
be preferred to the waters of Ems, but 
the court peopie know this journey is impos- 
sible, The Emperor will remain at Meinau 
with his daughter, the Grand Duchess of 
Baden, There he will have rest and the best of 
care, and be obliged to obey his physicians. 
This has been the greatest difficulty. The 
Emperor employs the little strength remain- 
ing to him in refusingto obey the prescrip- 
tions of Dr. Laurer. The Grand Duchess of 
Baden alone possesses influence over her 
father. The journey is solely to reach the 
Grand Duchess. The journey willbe made 
quickly. The condition ofthe patient is such 
that any shock will bring about a crisis, which 
will be of necessity fatal.

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CAPSIZING OF A SLOOPY-ACHT WITH A 
PLEASURE PARTY ON BOARD. 


Great Loss of Lite—Nearly All the Victims 
Women and Children—The Number 
Drowned Placed at Twenty-Seven—Ten 
More Persons Unaccounted for—Details 
of the Catastrephe—The Captain’s Folly. 


New Yor«, July 11.—The sloop yacht Mys- 
tery left xuffie Bar, an island in Canarsie Bay, 
at To clock last evening, loaded almost to the 
gunwales with women and children. When 
off Barren Island, en route for Oanarsie, the 
yacht capsized and only thirteen of the forty 
souls composing her passengers and crew 
are known to save been rescued. The 
party which was involved in this ter- 
rible disaster was made up chiefly 
of German families, resident in Brooklyn 
and Long Island City. The sun was just sink- 
ing when the passengers of the Mystery and 
Christain gathered on the pier to embark for 
Canarsie. So many of the men of the party 
showed the effects of the beer they had drunk, 
that the skippers thought ‘‘it best to put the 
women and children aboard the Mystery. 
which isa cabin yacht, forty feet long. and 
rates as a much safer boat than her consort.’’ 

THE WOMEN PROTESTED. 

Their protest was unheeded. The Mystery 
and its precious load swung off from the Ruffle 
Bar pier at 70’clock. The Christina, as could 
be easily seen, was about swinging out in the 
Mystery’s wake. Capt. Henrickson of the 
Mystery, said in the hearing of some of the 
women who were rescued, that he was going 
to get to Carnarsie first or blow a stick out. 
Mrs. Smither of Green Point made a most 
earnest protest against any more sail, as the 
boat was already heel in a way that frightened 
the women almost into hysterics. Capt. 
Hendrickson declared that he could sail the 
Mystery through a gale and persisted in his 
order for more sail. The reef knots were 
unfastened and the boom dropped justasa 
squall of considerable violence struck the 
sail. In a second she was on beam ends and 
all the people were 

STRUGGLING IN THE CHOPPY SEA. . 
The catastrophe was witnessed from the tug 
J. O. Dean, which was then over two miles 
away. For five minutesthe yacht remained 
on her beam end and the shrouds and bul- 
walks afforded some hold for the engulfed 
people. The struggle for a place to hold 
on to was awful. Full half ot the drowning 
people were children. The mothers 
frantic efforts to get their littie ones to where 
they could hold on to something. One after 
another they were swept off in the tideway, 
and buoyed by their clothing their hands 
waived in frantic and unavailing appeals 
for help. Some time before the Dean got 
near enough to be of use, a negro 
put out from Barren Island in a row-boat and 
was the first to aid the drowning people. Alto- 
gether seven of the lives saved are to be cred- 
ited solely to his efforts. When the Dean ar- 
rived there were few of the victims still above 
the surface. As she neared a woman Hoating, 
trying to buoy up her 4-year-old child, a man 
on the guards suddenly exclaimed: 

Mu GOD, THAT is MY WLYE!’’ 
and dived to her aid. 

The woman bad already lost her grip on the 
child and was about sinking when he reached 


her. He had the choice of saving her or his 
child and he chose the wife. He and she 
were soon drawn aboard the Dean, but the 
child sank before theireyes. The next grap- 

led was a woman of middie age, who bad 

en kept on the surface by her stoutness. 
She, however, was so exhausted that she died 
a few minutes after she was brought aboard 
the tug. A child and another woman also 
died after they were taken out, but the Dean’s 
Willing passengers and crew succeeded in res- 
cuing five alive. 

According to the latest reports this morning 
the disaster proves to be fully as serious as 
first stated.

Street Sprinkling Plan—The Contract in 

the Thirty-Sixth District A warded—A New 

Fire Engine—Plenty of Water—Municipal 
Matters. 


The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Delegates met this morning to pre- 
pare its report on the appropriation bill. It 
was decided to give the Fire Department $423,- 
990 for the next year. Inthe sanitary branch 
of the Health Department $1,800 was cut off of 
the appropriation. Dr. Dudley asked for & 
new ambulance. The committee cut down 
his allowance $960.by recommending that 
two of the ambulances be retired from 
the service. On motion of Mr. Hays 10 per cent 
was cut off of the appropriation for gas, except 
House of Refuge, making a total saving of 
nearly $4,000. It appears that at present no 
person is particularly charged with the inspec- 
tion of the meters, and thatthe gas bills are 


extremely bigh. At the House of 
Refuge a new building in which the 
innocent children will be separated 


from the vicious and criminal inmates of the 
institution has just been built, and in conse- 
quence the economfeal rule on the gas con- 
sumption item was not applied. General items 
were trimmed but the saving in oue case soon 
went on another. The committee will hold 
another session to-morrow. 


Another Contract Let. 


This morning the Board of Public Improve- 
ments met on the call of Acting-President 
Murphy to reconsider the action taken last 
Friday on the sprinkling contract for the 
thirty-sixth district, between Twenty-third 
street, Cass avenue, Grand avenue and Hebert 
streets. Severalofthe bids were then rejected 
on the ground that they were too high. J. N. 
Schurmann bid $699 per month, and to-day 
showed, on account of the extra width of 
Grand avenue and of St. Louis avenue, nine- 
tenths of a mile of street were added. Figur- 
ing on this basis the contractor's estimated 
cost would be about $85 r mile. It was 
decided to-day to reconsider the motion 
on which this bid was rejected. The con 
was accordingly let to Schurmann at the 
above figure. 

The committee to which the petition of citi- 
zens to light the water-tower with electricity 
was referred to-day reported that the cheap- 
est plan would be to purchase a plant. The 
lights would only cost about 8 cents per night. 
A machine will cost $1,100 and wire 2 cents per 
foot. No action has yet been decided on by 
the Board in this matter. 


A New Fire Engine. 


Chief Lindsay of the Fire Department ap- 
plied for additional apparatus at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. The residents and 
business people of Rock Springs have been 
anxious to get an engine, but their efforts so 
far have been unavailing as the 
Council cut off the estimate on the 
appropriation bill. The bill has been amended 
since, and $6, has been added to purchase 
an engine and to establish a company at the 
Rock Springs. One ot the old engines will be 
placed at Rock springs and anew engine will 
placed in one of the more thickly populated 
portions of the city.

UNIFORMS AT THE JUBILEE. 


The United States and France Alone Unrep- 
resented. 


From the London Telegraph. 

The garb of all the armies of the world, 
save those of France and the United 
States, seem to be illustrated here—and 
illustrated in the most vivid manner. The 
eye, itis true, seeks in vain for the biue 
tunic and the pantalon garance of our 
nearest Continental neighbors. Equally 
conspicuous by their absence are the 
simple tunics and shoulder straps of the 
brave countrymen of Grant, of Sherman, 
and of Sheridan; but, on the other hand, 
the martial array of nearly all the Con- 
tinental nations, and even of Siam and 
Japan, arrest inspection. The Austrian, 
army has lately been reclad; the tight 
gray tunic and black leggings of the 
Croat grenadier have disappeared, and 
the white tunics of the infantry have 
been replaced by more convenient and 
less costly uniforms of blue and gray. 
But there is in the choir at least 
one costume, worn by an Austrian 
officer of high rank in attendance 
on the Crown Prince, which com- 
rises the familiar and eminently 
ecoming white coatee and cherry-colored 
trousers, laced with gold, formerly the 
predominant attire of the Kaiser’s hosts. 
Again, the graceful Italian uniform, with 
its large epaulettes of silver; the shapely 
dress of the Spanish officers with its low- 
crowned white shako, and every imagin- 
able variety of tunic and pickelhaube of 
the German military wardrobe, in- 
cluding the famous white tunic, 
silvered steel casque, and high jack boots 
of Prince Bismarck’s regiment of cuiras- 
siers are liberally en evidence. Hussars, 
Uhlans, Voltigeurs, Russian Chevalier 
Guards, Honveds, pass in a kaleidoscopic 
panorama; and of Hungarian cavalry 
uniforms there is a sumptuous exhibition.

It has been established by a number of tests 
that have been made in France, where electri- 
cal machines have been employed in various 
industries that currents are not dangerous to 
Ute until a power of 500 volts is reached. It is 
also an interesting and valuable fact, de- 
veloped by investigation, that the mechanism 
of death varies with the nature of the elec- 
tricity used. Thus, withan extra current, or 
with alternating currents, there ls no anatom- 
ical change, and the patient can often be 
brought back to life through the practice of 
artificial respiration, as employed in cases of 
drowning. The discharge of static electricity 
from batteries, on the contrary, causes a dis- 
organization of the tissues that renders fruit- 
leas all attempts to restore life.

: SKY GLOWS. 


THE WONDERFUL SKY COLORINGS SEEN IN 
THE YEARS 1883 AND 1884. 


Prof. H. Allen Hazen of the United States 
Signal Service Discusses the Celebrated 
„Red Sunsets,” Which Caused So Much 
Wonder and Alarm Throughout the 
World—The Theory That They Were 
Caused by Eruptions of the Volcano Kra- 
katoa Exploded—A Novel Theory—Other 
Explanations. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPaTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., July 8.—The recent 
enterprise of the WORLD and PostT-DISPATOH, 
in preparing to send their messengers to 
search the upper air for news, promises to 
shed light upon an intensely interesting 
subject which has agitated the whole 
scientific world quite recently. It may 
safely be said that no meteorological 
phenomenon of modern times has attracted 
so wide-spread attention as the beautiful sky 
colorings at sunrise and sunset, which first 
appeared in the latter part of August, 1883, and 
continued through the year 1884. Moreover, it 
seems probable that no phenomenon has ever 
created in scientific circles views so diverse 
and so incapable of being sustained in the 
light of what is known of the movements and 
conditionsin the upper atmospheric” sta. 
These peculiar and brilliant gloway ap- 
peared to have their origin near the Tadian 
Ocean, spreading thence in a narrow belt 
ear the equator,to New Ireland toward the east 
and clear around the globe toward the west 
to the Sandwich Islands, the approximate ve- 
locity of propagation being eighty miles per 
hour. From this narrow belt the glows 
seemed to spread almost uniformly over the 
whole habitable globe north and south ofthe 
equator. The glows appeared on the Pacific 
slope of the United States, October 16, 1883,and 
reached the Atlantic in great splendor on 
the nights of October 30 and 81, after which 
date there was a total cessation on the Atlantic 


coast until NowWamber 24. On the latter date 
the skies were magnificent, and presented the 
appearance of a tremendous conflagration, so 
that the fire departments of Poughkeepsie, 
N. V. and New Haven, Conn., were called out 
to extinguish the fiery element. It is to be 
noted that, asfar as can be learned from de- 
scriptions, the giows in the tropics were much 
more intense than in the temperate zone. 
A VOLCANIO EXPLANATION. 

The most widely held theory as to the cause 
of these appearances is that the volcano 
Krakatoa, in the Sunda Straits, belched into 
the atmosphere an enormous mass of fine 
ashes, and that reflection or diffraction of the 
sun's light, either by these directly, or by 
moisture particles having a dust particle asa 
nucieus, has produced the remarkable glows. 
In supporting this view an enthusiastic 
physicist has claimed that self-re- 
cording barographs all around the earth gave 
plain indications that the stupendous outbarst 
of Krakatoa, carrying ashes to a height of at 
least one hundred miles, started a free gravity 
wave at that height, which passed around the 
earth with the velocity of sound! If Krakatoa 
did accomplish this then it must be admitted 
that no other explanation need be sought for 
the glows. But such aview has insuperable 
objections, as will be readily seen. © air 
wave that was started by the explo- 
sion certainly was not carried to a 
very great height, and even if it had 
been, it could not bave been propsa- 
gated like an ocean wave. It was undoubtediy 
A wave somewhat siinilar to that of sound, or 
such as would be excited ina gaseous medium. 
The fact that its velocity was just that of 
sound, indicates its nature. A so-called free 
gravity wave ina gaseous medium cannot be 
admitted for a moment. The only 
support for the Krakatoa theory is 
the geographical distribution of the glows im- 
mediately after the explosion on Au t 27. 
If, however, we project the earliest observa- 
tions upon a map we shall find altogether too 
many breaks in the appearances to admit of 
this being more than a plausible hypothesis, 
and, when we consider the following facts, we 
find this nypothesis highly improbabie. There 
has been sucha misconception of the nature of 
the forces in action in a volcanic eruption and 
such wild theories as to the probable effects 

roduced that I quote the words of a well- 
— geologist on this point. Prof. J. D. 
Dana, in the February number of the Amer- 
ican Journal of Science, says: 

„The vapors within the viscid lava strug- 
gling for escape are the obvious and the only 
possible source of the projectile results. 
‘*The lava of projectile ejections when cooled 
are usually scoriaceous and the brittle ma- 
terial mer be shattered, in the projection

and cinders were shotup a thousand feet or 
more and black clouds lighted below by the 
fires, rose to a height of 10,000 to 12,000 feet. 
‘*Cinders are projected to a greater height at 
Vesuvius and in most other volcanic regions 
than at Kilauea, but this is proof simply of 

reater viscidity in the lavas; and the pro- 
fected lavas fall in cooled masses or cinders 

ecause of the height of projection. Of loud 
explosions heard at Auckland, 120 mites from 
the volcano Wairoa, Prof. Dana says:: They 
were those of exploding vapor-made bubbles; 
for nothing else in the mecbanism ofa volcano 
can produce them. The heigbt of the aerial 
projections in some volcanoes is measured by 
thousands of feet; but how much of this 
beight is owing to ascending currents of air is 
not stated.’’ Just what may be assigned as 
the superior limit in this expression, ‘‘thou- 
sands of feet, is not 7 to determine, but 
judging from other facts in the paper, we may 
place itat 10,000 to 15,000 feet. 

IN AN ERUPTION OF COTOPAXI 

on August 23, 1878, very careful angular meas- 
urements of the cloud of ashes were made at 
Quito, situated about thirty miles to the 
north. Considering that it was possible to 
observe and measure a ＋ directly above 
the crater, the measured angle would give 
a height of nine miles. Prof. Langley in the

E. Bishop 
measured a cloud of moisture ata height of 
seven miles, anditshould be noted that he 
considers this the result of heated air, risin 
from the crater, drawing in moist air whic 
was condensed into cloud at a height of 
seven miles. As to the height to which ashes 
may be carried in still air from an explosion 
the following computation in the case of 
ordnance has been made by Capt. Ingalls of the 
United States Army. The computation, with an 
initial velocity of 10,000 feet per second, would 
give only 112 feet forthe extreme height to 
which could be carried iron shot ol inch in 
diameter, and, with an initial veloci of 
100,000,000 feet per second the beight would be 
about doubled, or 226 feet. Of course ashes 
would be bunched together more or less, there 
would also be an up-rush duetothe heated 
particles and the air, and finally, the nor- 
mous sige of the crater of the v no 
would carry ap a current of air which 
would aid n the projection. All 
of these causes together would serve 
to carry the scoriaceous lava to such a height 
that it would be comminuted into dust, but 
that any single volcanic impulse without the 
ald of heat ever carried ashes to a height of 
over three or four miles is extremely doubt- 
ful. When we see twenty-five, fifty or even 100 
miles suggested as the height of the ashes 
causing the glows, they seem like wild 
guesses of a fervid imagination. It seems 
qaite singular that there should be such a d1- 
versity in views on this matter of volcanic 

rojections, and I have dwelt upon it at some 

ength, hoping that it may become @ matter 
of extended discussion and more careful 
measurement. 
OBJECTIONS TO THE VOLCANIC THEORY. 

The following are advanced as some of the 

objections to the Krakatoa theory: 
Hann of Vienna bas attempted to 
taking a moderate estimate, the 
whole mountain, 2,000 feet high, would not 
have sufficed in material for the glows, where- 
as only avery small part of the original mass 
has disappeared. 

2. The velocity ofeighty miles hour in 
the upper air currents, demanded by the sud- 
cessive apperances, is incredibie. The highest 
monthly August velocity on Pike’s Peak (14, - 
184 feet) is abouttwent y miles per hour, and 
there are reason for believing that at greater 
heights the velocity is not increased. In high- 
er latitudes, and with storm centers near by, 
much higher velocities of cirrous clouds have 
been observed for a short time, but these are 
very exceptional. On the equator the veloci- 
ties are verymuch , not more than five or 
six milesper hour at a height of 6 feet.

5. Attempt has been made to show that 
ashes were carried at least nine hundred miles 
from Krakatoa, and hence they might have 
been carried much farther, but this is really a 
2 inthe other direction. If ashes have 

een found at a distance of 900 miles, and not 
beyond, we may be sure that that was neue 
the limit. There have been elaims set fort 
from time to time of a find of ashes in Hol- 
land, Spain, England, etc., but more careful 
examinations have shown in all cases that 
the material, blowo upon windows and found 
elsewhere after great. storms, could have, and 
probably did, come from the region about. It 
should be noted thatall veritable finds of ashes 
have shown a regular gradation in the specific 
gravity of the particles—that is, the heaviest 
have been found near the voleano and the 
lightest far from it, so that a supposed find of 
the heaviest ingredients of volcanic ashes at a 
distance of 1,000 or 3,00C miles from the source 
must be viewed with suspicion. 

6. Evenifthere were a first distribution of 
as hes around the earth, in a narrow belt along 
the equator, it is impossible to believe that 
they could have been mechanically distributed 
thence north and south uniformly over the 
whole habitable globe by any air cur- 
rents with which meteorologists are ac- 
quainted. The first appearances in the United 
States showed a gradual ey sree from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic, the rate of progress 
being less than nine miles per hour from west 
to east, and there was no motion from south 
to north. 

7. The phenomenona were intermittent, ap- 
pearing on some clear, fights and not on 
others; this could hardly have been the case 
bad they been due to an envelope of ashes. 

8. Closely allied to the last is the fact that 
the glows were markedly dependent upon 
meteorological conditions. The brightest sun- 
set glows always occurred when there was a 
prominent high pressure to the west of the 
station of observation. 

A NOVEL THEORY. 

In order to avoid most of these difficulties, 
Prof. Kiessling of Hamburg has proposed a 
rather novel theory, which, however, had 
been independently suggested in this country. 
Prof. Kiessling says: It is easy to show, from 
laboratory experiments, that air which fs full 
of extremely fine dust, or artificially ground 
Krakatoa dust, has very little influence in de- 
veloping homogeneous clouds, thatis, clouds 
consisting of uniform water-drops, in com- 
parison with the powerful cloud forming 
action which arises from gases of combustion 
that are beyond observation by direct optical 
means.’’ This may well re ed, 
to use a homely expression, as jumping 
from the frying pan into the flre. The only 
Cases that could come from a volcano are 
those associa witb sulphur or some of its 
compounds, or at least gases having a density 
greater than that of air. Such a gas, unless 
under the influences of heat, could not be car- 
ried int» the air even to such a height asashes, 
say 100 feet. But granting that this smoke or 
gas reached the bigher regions, say ten or fif- 
teen miles above the earth’s surface, it would 
be dissipated through that region with the ve- 
locity of sound. (See Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, ninth edition, VII., 215.) In avery few 
seconds the resulting density of the gas would 
be that f the air at that height and its infllu- 
ence in forming the glows wonid vanish. 

Prof. Kiessiing also seeks to avoid the dif- 
culties in connection with the explanation of 
the great veiocity needed for the upper cur- 
rents and their direction, by adopting the the- 
ory of aGerman physicist, W. Siemens. Ace- 
cording to this, there ts so little friction at the 
height of about one bundred miles that the at- 
mosphere does not rotate witn the earth, and 
hence dust or smoke pro to that height 
would remain practically statiowary, while the 
earth rotated from west to east, or, in other 
words, the smoke and accompanying glows 
would appear to take g motion from east to 
west. This is a very startling view 
and it may safely be said that no careful 
physicist will tndorse it. It would seem that 
these attempts to do away with the difficulties 
really come back on the author’s own head 
and serve to emphasize still more how entirely 
antenable is the Krakatoa theorv of the causa- 
tion of the glows. The subject has no 
means been exhausted, but this will suflice to 
show the present status of the problem. 

The opinion seems to be gaining ground that 
the wonderful glows were a remarkable inten- 
sification of the ordinary sunrise and sunset 
phenomena, which are known to be due to 
moisture or to ang sustaine These particies

were carried to ang sustained at an unusual 
height in the atmosphere by electrical action. 
The appearance of the glows was dependent 
upon the simultaneous action of several 
forces; when all these were prominent the 
glows were fine. The objection that in some 
places the spectruscope did not show the 

resence of water vapor is not- valid, 

ecause it has been shown that frost or snow 
particles have either no effect, or that of dust, 
on the spectroscope, and itis plain that before 
the height of even six miles upward is reached 
there can be in existence only frost particles. 
That there has been an unusual intensification 
of electrical action, as exhibited by the gun- 
spots, is very plain. The usual maximum was 
expected in 1882, but even as late as 1885 
there was extraordinary activity in this 
phenomenon, and what is also very singular 
the usual attendant auroral phenomena were 
almost entirely absent from 1882 to July, 1886 
when they began to 2 in magnificence. I 
do not mean toimply that thesky glows were in 
any way an auroral phenomenon, ‘but — 
that electrical action might have spent itse 
in greater degree than ever before, perhaps, 
in carrying 
five or eight miles. 

While it is dangerous to assign anything un- 
usual to even indirect eiectrical action, yet it 
seems to me inthe present censiderations we 
must at all events absolutely abandon the 
Krakatoa ashes or geese theory, and the other 
seems most plausible at present.

Addressand Mr. Gladstone Replies in an 
Eloquent Home- Rule Speech. 


LONDON, July 9.—[New York Wor.p Cable.) 
—There was a gay crowd of ladies and gentle. 
men at Mrs. Gladstons’s garden party this 
afternoon. It was at this garden party that 
the presentation of Gladstone’s testimoniag 
was made this afternoon. Dollis Hill Place 
now occupied by Mr. Gladstone, is the prop. 
erty of the Eari ot Aberdeen. It is the only 
isolated rural spot in the immediate vicinity of 
London. It is within three-quarters of a» 
hour’s drive of Charing Cross and within half 
an hour’s drive of Hyde Park, yet n 
stands as isolated and free from sur. 
rounding houses and places as If it were in the 
very heart of rural Engtand. There ig no 
house within three miles of Dollis Hill. The 
house is an old-fashioned square brick sur 
rounded by trees.

A REMARKABLE RIDE. 


Wonderful Time Made in the De Soto 
Race—Greenwood Wins 

A helmet hat came into view over the first 
hill out from De Soto yesterday morning. As 
it drew over the crest the front bone of a wheel 
glistened in the morning sun. 

It's Greenwood! Our man’s ahead, yelled 
a crowd perched high up on the porch of the 
Rankin House, De Soto. 

Down the incline into the town and up to the 
line at the hotel swept the plucky rider, driv- 
ing down the levers with a stroke that seemed 
not to bave been weakened by the fearful 
45-mile spurt over the mountains. As he 

umped off and was taken in charge by 
is friends, Percy Stone, 
ponent, appeared on the 
two minutes later crossed the line. As 
soon as Percy was taken off his wheel his aids 
saw the race was Greenwood’s. Only half the 
distance had been traveled, the long ride had 
to be made back to St. Louis, but it was plaiu 
that Percy could not ride back, and in cycling 
parlance, he was ‘‘defid.’’ He was completely 
prostrated and had to be helped into the hotel, 
where he was at once put to bed and placed 
under a physician’s care. He was ordered 
not to think of returning, and yielded to the 
inevitable. Cr als were given him and in 
two hours he wasup, 
and though feeling 
still sore and tired, 
came up on the train 
and was at the Missou- 
ri Club-house by 6 p. 
m. While Stone was 
being brought around 
Hal Greenwood waa 
taking his rest and 
vigorously condemn- 
ing his trainer for not 
= having fried chicken 
tor him. He was feel- 
ing frisky and after 
half an hour’s rest 
| wanted to start back, 
Hal Greenwood. but he was made to 
wait a full hour before setting his face 
toward the big hills that lay between him 
and the completion of his great task. 
A GREAT KECORD. 

As he lay on the bed taking his rest he had 
the satisfaction of knowing he had performed 
one of the most remarkable feats of endurance 
and speed ever accomplished by man or beast. 
He had ridden the forty-five miles from St. 
Louis to De Soto in the unparalleled time of 
4h. and 20in., at the rate of ten and five thir- 
teenths miles an hour. Considering the road 
the performance was phendmenal. Anybody 
who has ever gone over it could not be made 
to believe that anything that lives could make 
the distance in thattime. The De Soto road 18 


famous among wheeimen the world 
over for its great hills. Twenty miles 
south of *. Louis, the road 


seems suddenly to enter a mountain range. 
From the crest of one hill one can look across 
deep, narrow yalleys and see the yellowish 
white path climbing tortuously up the opposite 
grade. A ride over itis a dipping down anda 
climbing up, like the path of a steamer in an 
ocean sturm. Some of the hilis are over two 


miles long, and so rough with loose 
stones and ledges of projecting rocks, 
worn out rains, that it is 


hard work for a team to pull up an empty 
wagon even with numerous rests. 

TO COAST THESE HILLS 
on abicycle and be sure of reaching the bot- 
tom safe, double brakes are used. A reporter 
ot the Post-DISgATCH who tried yesterday to 
coast one of the ‘‘ordinary’’ hills, which was 
nevertheless a young mountain, had 
his single brake snap on bim when 
about a quarter — down. There was 
a shoot forward, like that of a released arrow, 
a succession of shivers in the machine as it 
bounded over water-courses and struck 
stones, a collision with a boulder, and then— 
a cloud of dust, a bicycle feet from the road 
in a ditch, a pair of dust-filled eyes trying to 
find out which way was home, and nine well- 
defined bruises, not on the machine, eitber. 

THE RACE. 

It was with such a course before them that 
the two men took their places on the line be- 
fore the Missouri Club- house yesterday morn- 
ing atSo'’clock. The officiais mentioned tn 
Saturday’s PoOST-DISPATCH were ali on 
hand, reinforced’ by a sleepy detach- 
mentof wheelmen. Therules were read to 
the men. The principal one was that 
there should be no pace- making. 
Stone was dressed in bicycie shorts and stock- 
ings, which he considered cooler than a Jersey 
suit. A black cap was pulled down tight on 
bis head. Greenwood had on the same as to 
his lower limbs. He wore a loose flapping 
seersucker jacket and a helmet hat. 

„Are vou ready?“ and the starter’s voice 
broke the morning air. 

There was no response. 

n 

It was then just 5:03. A. K. Stewart pushed 
Stone to the front and where Greenwood's hill- 
climbing powers would come into play. So 
the tall fellow bent over the handies and flew. 
At Point Breese he was three-quartersof a 
mile ahead, and atthe Merrimac River about 
a mile. Perey D. Castleman Webb gave 
Greenwood the initial shove. As usual with a 
standing start the crank, a 55-inch, got a good 
advantage, and when Jefferson avenue and 
Chestnut street was reached Stone was halfa 
block ahead. Greenwood lost his bearings at 
Beaumont and Chestnut and went down 
Laclede avenue to Jefferson, but gained noth- 
ing. Stone’s only chance was to get a strong 
lead on the level before reaching the hills. He 
never let up on his spurt and reached Maxvilie, 
twenty miles, in one hour, fifteen minutes. 
Then commenced the hills and Greenwood be- 
ganto gain. Froma mile behind at Maxville 
he steadily drew up and passed Stone on the 
RKimmswick hill. 

A HARD STRUGGLE. 

Are you dead’’’ he shouted as he swept 
by. Stone said nothing, but peddaled right 
down that fearful grade. Greenwood couldn't 
shake bim, and d but a few feet ahead at the 
top of the Bulltown hill, twenty-six miles. 
Both spurted down this descent, the worst on 
the road. Greenwood was safe on the star, 
but the group at the hotel at the toot were 
horror stricken as they saw Percy pedaling 
down among the loose stones head over the 
handiebars. Greenwood stopped ten minutes 
at the foot, but Stone went on. At Hillsboro 
Stone was still in the lead, but the awful 
struggle on thé hills was weakening him fast. 
At Victoria, three miles from De Soto, Stone 
was just pulling away from the creek when 
Greenwood dasbed in omthe other side. It 
was on the Corker' hill, half way between, 
that Greenwood passed Stone for the last time 
and beat him into De Soto. 

After the hour’s rest Hal started back. 
Stone’s bad condition had been kept quiet and 
he had been gone some time before it was an- 
nounced he would not race back. A telegram 
to Maxville reached Greenwood near Bull- 
town, announcing Stone’s collapse, and so 
Hal took it easy the rest of the way nome. 
His wheel broke down at Bulltown, but he got 
another and came in all right. On tue way down 
Greenwood climbed all the hiils except the 
Frisco. Stone, of course, had to walk a num- 
ber. Greenwood’s time was: Left St. Louis at 
5:08 a. m.; arrived at De Soto at 9:23 a. m.; 
arrived at St. Louis at 4:58 p. m. Total time 
for the 90 miles, including all stops, II hours 
42 minutes. 

Green wud was feeling all right after a bath 
and rubYiowtand is at work to-day at E. O. 
Meacham's. Stone’s performance, as far as he 
went, was the greatest feat ever performed on 
a crank bicycle. His pedaling down those 
hills without a fall on the entire trip is con- 
ceded by all to have been phenomenal. He 
admits he was beaten fairly and thinks that 
nothing that travels on the ground can beat 
Greenwood on that road. Over $1,000 changed 
hands on the result. 

The weather being fine, with only a light 
wind and butatrifie too much heat, and tne 
road in good condition, nearly all the city 
cyclers were out along the course.

THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


MR. AND MRS. CLEVELAND ATTENDING THE 
G. A. R. MEETING AT CLINTON, 


A Newspaper’s Comments, Which Disturbed 
the President—All Plans for Fall Travel- 
ing Declared Off—Guests of Miss Cleve- 
land—Visiting the Scenes of Boyhood. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATcH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 11.—Undaunted 
by tear of personal injury or ins ult to the great 
otfice which he holds, President Cleveland will 
leave Washington to-day, and, with his wife 
as sole companion, he will haste to Clinton to 
take part in the celebration, where soldiers of 
the Grand Army will be presentin the line of 
march. Mr. Cleveland was in a contented 
frame of mind yesterday, and apparently has 
no fear when going tnto the boundaries of the 
State of New York. Mr. Cleveland and his 


advisers announce that they feel great pleasure | 


over the reception which the recent letter 
met with at the hands of the press and 
public. The President himself is firm in the 
belief that the Grand Army of the Republic is a 
political organization, and heis well satisfied 
that his letter met with a hearty reception 
throughout the country. Prominent men 
here, however, who have travelled and lived 
in the Western States, declare that President 
Cleveland is utterly ignorant of the soldier 
sentiment and that he will find he has made a 


mistake. The President's satisfaction over 
his position was somewhat marred when he 
read in the Sunday Herald of this 
city an editorial defending the Grand 


Army organizatiog from the attacks made 


upon it, and insinuating strongly that the 
President had madea big mistake. This paper 
is one of the oldest, most popular and most 
solidly Democratic papers in this eity. Its 
editor isan ex-Umion captain, a straight-out 
Penansyivania Democrat who was a friend of 
Gen. Hancock. This is the class of men who 
think the President is too sanguine when he 
congratulates himself on the effect of his re- 
cent letter. 
NOT THE SAME CASE. 

The President has paid no attention what- 
ever, itis stated atthe White House, to the 
reports that the Grand Army Posts of Utica 
and other places will decline to parade at 
Clinton because he is there! He sees no simi- 
larity between this case and that of St. Louis, 
and now dismisses the whole subject as ‘‘a 
tempest ina tea-pot.’’ Friends of the Presi- 
dent say tliat they have positive information 
that no formal action has been taken by any 
of the New York Grand Army Posts relative to 
refusing to parade at Clinton, and that even if 
they had decided not to he would be present. 
Those critics who find fault with the Presi- 
dent’s letter generaily insist that it was not 
fear that caused the Itter to be written, but 
simply the desire to make the mostof an op- 
portunity to address the pubDiic. 

GOING TO HOLLAND PATENT. 

The President and Mrs. Cleveland will make 
their first visit to Miss Rose Cleveland at 
Holland Patent, and will, after the celebra- 
tion at Clinton, go to the home of his brother, 
Rey. William Cleveland, where the President 
will spend a few days visiting old friends 
whom he has not seen for many years. In 
connection with this trip it is still stated at the 
White House that all plans for fall travel- 
ing are off, but the general opinion is 
that, starting at the time of the St, Louis 
Fair in October, the President will take quite 
an extensive swing around the circle. 

HIS BOYHOOD HOME. 

Where the President is going he passed 
much of his boyhood. Richard Cleveland 
settled in Fayetteville, in the neighborin 
county in Ononduago, in pastorial charge o 
the little flock of Presby terians at that piace, 
in 1840. His son Grover was a child of 3 years. 
Here the next ll years of his boyhood were 
passed, his time being divided between study 
and fishing in the creeks. When 8 years 
old, he went to the Fayetteville District 
Echool, and later to the academy. 
His father was then called to the 
agency of the American Home Mission at Clin- 
ton, the seat of Hamilton College and Grover 
attended the Clinton Academy. Iwo years later 
the family moved to Holland Patent, where the 
father died the same yur. Mrs. Oleveland 
died in July, 1882. Had she lived tour months 
longer she would have had the joy of seeing 
her son elected Governor of New York. The 
President goes now toreyisit these scenes of 
his boyhood, and he probably gives very little 
thought to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
when the flood of memories of his youth is 80 
strong upon him.

THE CIVIL COURTS 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SUMMER str. 
TINGS BY THE CIRCUIT JUDQ@ES, 


A Division of Opinion Concerning the Dra. 
belle Lawand the Power to Reorganize 
the School Board—Judge Woerner's De- 
cision in a Widow’s Case—Matters of In. 
terest in Litigation To- Day. 


Judge Valliant sat in Circuit Court No. 


5 to-day, the only division of the 
Circuit: Court in session. To-mor- 
row Judge Lubke will hold court 


in No.1, and Judge Dillon will sit in No. 4, 
Judge Lubke will not sit after to-morrow untu 
next Saturday, when Court No. 1 will be 


adjourned for the summer. Judge 
Dillon will adjourn Court No. 4 for 
the term on the same day, leaving 


only one division of the court, No. 5, open for 
the summer. Judges Seddon and Barclay 
have already adjourned for theterm. In the 
matter of equalizing the dockets of 
the several divisions of the § Cir- 
cuit Court in order to equalize 
as near as may be the number of cases pend- 
ing, the Court orders that at the regular as. 
signment of cases for the October term the 
clerk shall first consecutively assign 147 
cases to Court No. 1; 49 cases to Court No. 2; 
10 cases to Court No. 3, and 2 cases to Court 
No.4. After that the remaining cases shall 
be equally assigned to the several divisions in 
accordance with the rule. 

The only case remaining under advisement 
by the Circuit Judges in General Term is the 
proceeding relative to the Public Schools 
Board and the effect of the Drabelle law, 
which calls for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to define the fourteen new districts for 
school election purposes. There is a divis- 
ion of opinion among the Judges 
on the subject, and it is scarcely 
probable that a decision _' will be 


announced before the October term. Briefs 
were submitted afew days since by counsel! 
after the matter had been presented in court, 
as previously reported in the POSsT-DISPATCH. 
In any event an election will take place in 
October to elect seven directors under the old 
law, butifthe new law should be held to be 
constitutional there would be an election for 
—.— directors at-large and fourteen by dis- 
cts. 


Robert Niesen’s Widow. 


Judge Woerner resumed his sittings in tho 
Probate Court to-day, disposing of the remain- 
ing business of the term, which will occupy the 
whole of the week. In the matter of the estate 


of Robert Niesen the Court rendered an inter- 
esting decision. An order refusing letters of 
administration havin beeu rescinded on 


the application 0 1 creditor, the 
widow renounced her right to admin- 
ister in favor of one Karges. The 


creditor objected to this appointment and sug- 
ested the Public Administrator, whereupon 
the widow prayed leave to withdraw her re- 
nunciation and offered to administer herself. 
At the trial anumber of witnesses were ex- 
amined to support the allegation that the 
wife of the deceased had voluntarily le(t her 
husband and lived with the man wh me 
subsequently suggested as the administrator. 

Such a woman, says the Court, loses her 
right of dower under the statute of Missouri, 
and it was argued that since the widow 18 en- 
titied under the law to descent or distribution 
from her deceused busband, the reason of the 
rule giving her the first right to admin 
ister on er husband's estate ceases and 
the rule must fall with it, This conclusion, 
however, does not follow, because the law 
gives the right of administration’ to 
the widowewithout any qualification, and 
ifthe Court could inquire into the legisiators’ 
reason for so wording the law, the widow, 
even if it were proved that she voluntarily 
cohabitated with an adulterer and that the of.

The House Purchased by Secretary-of-the- 
Treasury Fairchild—Personal Mention. 
By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1l.—The house on 
New Hampshire avenue which Secretary Fair- 
child purchased last week, was built about 
four years ago by Mr. J. W. Field, formerly of 
Philadelphia, who modeled it after one in 
which he was born on Rittenhouse square, 
Saying, playfully: ‘‘I was born in a house 
with a Grecian portico, andI want to die in 


ust such a house.“ Its quaint, old- 
ashioned exterior contrasts strongly 
with e ornate and complex architecture 


which Abounds in that fashionabie quarter, 
but itis roomy, full of sunshine and stately 
comfort, and in every way adapted to the 
needs of a Cabinet officer. The consideration 
was $50,000. Mr. Fairchild intends to occupy 
it till the end of bis Cabinet term, then sell it. 
Mr. Field, who was a beloved citizen of the 
Capital, met Mr. and Mrs. Fairchild in Phila- 
delphia years ago, and during the long illness 


which receedd his death last spring, 
Mrs. airchild’s neighborly courtesies 
were unremitting. There is not a fam- 
ily in the wor whom the genial old 


man would rather have contemplated as the 
future occupants of his home. rs. Fairchild, 
who is quite an invalid, was Miss Peters, 
daughter of Judge Peters of Philadelphia, and 
aunt to the beautiful Lena Peters, who became 
Mrs. Craig Wadsworth, and died here some 
three years ago. Mr. Field was one of the inner 
circle in tie White House. Mr. Field was on 
intimate terms with Tennyson, Browning, 
Lowell, Longfellow and many others of world- 
wide fame. Heentertained young Earl Rus- 
sell at breakfast during the latter’s visit fit- 
teen months ago. It was Mr. Field's last 
formal act of hospitality. He had entertained 
the Earl and parents at Philadelphia on their 
wedding trip to this country in 1861. 

The Secretary and Mrs. Fairchild will take 
almost immediate possession of the house, re- 
turning for a week’s visit to Caznovia during 
the President’s absence. Their present resi- 
dence, at the junction of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut avenues, is leased from October 1 
to Mr. Winthrop Chandler of New York. 
Before making their unexpected purchase of a 
home they leased a larger house on Farragut 
square, which had been put in admirable order 
for them, and which they will now sub-let.

Hong Di, the Slayer of Mrs. Billiou, Ad- 
judged Guilty of Murder. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 11.—Yesterday at 
Colusa, a verdict was opened which had been 
agreed upon by the jury during the night, in 
the case of the people vs. Hong Di, a 
Chinaman, for the murder of Mrs. 
Joseph Billiou, several weeks since. The 
jury was out fourteen hours. The populace

would kill him, shot the latter, wounding him.

Billiou himself was absent that day on busi- 
ness.

EVANGELIST MASON OF PARKRIDGE, N. J., 
GETS A TASTE OF MOB VIOLENCE. 


The Obnoxious Preacher Marched Through 
the Streets and Publicly Cowhided—Shorn 
of His Locks and Beard—A Fair But 
Forcible Warning. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 
PARKRIDGE, N. J., July 11.—The long series 


community were reviled as ‘‘imps of the 
devil,“ culminated last night in violence. 
Mason, to whose presence and preaching the 
especially objected, was dragged 
from the house where he lay in concealment, 
byamob.

was not there. Entering the parior where the 
meeting was in progress he said to Mrs. Berry:

Mrs. Berry arose and shouted: ‘‘Glory 
to God! All praise to the Almighty!’’ 
Leach lost his temper at once, 


Turning upon Mrs. Berry he said: ‘‘You and 
your busband lived together fifty-two years 
until this man came between you. Your hus- 
band locked the door against the wretch, but 
—— followed him, and to avoid trouble and 

isgrace in Newark, he bought this property 
here and sent you here. You and Mrs. Howell 
are living here with this Mason in open shame 
and the people of this place don’t propose to 
allow it.’’ 

There was great confusion then. Some of 
the members began singing and others shout- 
ing holy ejaculations. Word soon was 
brought to Leach that some one had been ob- 
served in Mrs. Berry's house peering through 
the blinds. The mob then made a break for 
Berry’s home. Finding the doors all locked 
some one entered a window and unfastened 
the front door of the house. A light was pro- 
cured and the search of the house begun. The 
searchers encountered a locked door on the 
upper floor, and breaking the fastenings they 
discovered 

MASON ON KNEES PRAYING. 
But this pious position did not deter the mob. 
One of them seized the kneeling man, raised 
him to his feet and pushed him out of the 
room, exclaiming, ‘‘Now we've got the devil 
at last! Mason was placed between twomen 
and marched into the. road amid the shouting 
of the mob. The procession was formed with 
Leach armed witha stout rawhide immediately 
behind the little parson. ‘The signal to begin 
the march was a stroke from Leach’s rawhide 
laid smartly across Mason’s back. It was a queer 
procession in the dark,down the country road, 
a few eager ones running ahead surrounding 
the principals, a man walking with a lantern 


headed man, whose beard and hair hung to 
his shoulders (Masonis five feet six inches 
tall and weighs about 120 pounds), while walk- 
ing behind him came the stout, burly Leach, 
raining blows from the whipupon his unhappy 
captive. Mason raised his right hand above 
his head calling: God is my judge, I was 
keeping quiet, molesting no one, they burst 
the door open to get me out, God is my wit- 
ness. 

Put down your hand. shouted Leach, and 
he rained biows thick and fast on the up- raised 
arm. Finally, tiring of this, Leach stepped 
to the side of Mason and talked to him, telling 
bim that he was only doing what he feit to be 
bis duty to the neighborhood and to himself. 
Three hundred or four hundred people fol- 
lowed the prisoner tothe railroad station, 
where a halt was called. A place on the plat- 
form was soon selected and the threat to 
cut the long locks of the offensive man 
was soon carried out. Telling Mason to sit on 
the edge of the platform a man stood in front 
with the lantern to light the amateur barbers 
in their operation. Scissors were produced, 
and Mason's long beard and locks soon fell 
between the 2 blades. They were 
seized as mementoes. s soon as the long 
hair was cut away, Leach made a clean job of 


it with a horse-clipping machine. The hair- 
cutting completed, Mason was taken 
to a large barn and left there 


under guard. Leach said to the man before’ 
leaving: Mason, you'll be sent away from 
here on the first train in the morning. his is 
the first dose you have received. If you return 
ey again you will be treated worse than

cracker under his chair. Rose claims that two 
of the Indians, Little Chief and Black Hawk, 
attacked him, with knives drawn, yesterday 
evening. Both of them were comfortably 
loaded with red liquor of the Carondelet 
type which is warranted to make the most 
peaceable quarrelsome and the most cowardly 
brave. Rose by a flank movement reached 
the stairs and hastily mounted to his bedroom 
on the next floor. The noble Kickapoos fol- 
lowed his trail, rendering a few choice selec- 
tions from their repertoire of battle anthems.

Rose reappeared at the head with a 


revolver and ordered a halt. Fired with
